Tliere 
must be two ■(\ltn.s«es to mbstnntia'f 
ni'v charge. Finnlly two cure, niitl 
their tcs-tiinory Rpfmed to n^T. e. Tint 
this testimony was false. ,Ti m;s did 
not sny: "I am able to destroy the 
temple of Ood, and to build it in three 
days." .TesuB said (John illt): "De- 
stroy this temple, and ta three days I 
will raise It np." 

The .^anhe(!rim could ksn tum- 
roonrd many and many a true witneaa, 
who knew .Tesus ard His works and 
teaching, Lnmc u en who harl h,en 
made to walk, h:ind who had bi en 
givfn eight, lepers and otl-er sick «bn 
had been reirton.. to lialth and 
atrength. The-.o would hn\e formed an 
Iraposinp ar-.iv -iH In fnvr.r .,f the 
elalms of .Tl-.'... Hut the Knnhidrim 
waa not after truth, but after a con- 
viction. Prof, nreeiileiif. In his 
•Trial of Jeana," says: "Throuchotit 
the whole course of the trial the rulea 
of the Jawiah law of proeeilnre were 
groaaly violated, and tlie nccused was 
deprived of rights belonfrinir even to 
th* meanest citizen. He was nrrest'd 
la the night, l>ound as a malcfa^-tor, 
beaten before His "arraignment and 
Sdruck in open court during the trial. 
He was tried on a feast day nnd be- 
Ion sunrise. He was t*onip6lIt'(l to 
eslmlaste Himself, and thia nnder an 
aath of aolcma Judicial adjuration;

To remove any 
doubt, Caiapbaa flnsUy turned to 
Yssaa, aad oa His dsclantion that He 
waa tiie Christ, the Son of God, based 
the Aarge of blasphemy, aad aceordr 
tegly the esntencc of death was vo^, 
Tkuk oeenmd s scene more remark- 
abls than sny thst went before, If 
that be possible, Th* dignifled coun- 
cUon who had Juet gone through the 
form of a trial blindfolded Jeans, snd 
in modcery of ths clslm He hsd Just 
msds struck Him and after each blow 
adced mm to tell who gan It. 
"Prophecy unto us." thsy nld. "thou 
Christ, who is He that smote thee?" 

Peter'e Denials,— During the trlsl 
befon ths Sanhedrim f eter, who had 
followed Jeeus "sfar off," entered the 
palace of the high prieat and thiae 
timea denied hi* Master, FIret it wss 
s aimple denial, then it was a denial 
with an oatb, ana Anally be dsnled 
with curaea and awearing. "And im- 
mediately the cock crew. And Peter 
remembered the word of Jeans, which 
aaid unto him: 'Rrfore the eocl: crow 
tbou shall deny me thrice' And he 
went oat and wept Iiliterly,"

What level ground be has is perhaps 
a harbor for crawfish, which deetroj 
thaeropa. Thamoontaia farmer can 
not uae gnat foar-hona plows, rsap- 

ers nor sulky cult ivntorn He haa to 
use small one borne plows, which a 
tUrtsao>jear old boj can lift about 
witheaaa. fieaidaa, U ha gata bis 
little plow biokan ha tea ae iMdiine 
shops in raaah whan ha an fat it 
repaired. 

Another irraat disadvaBlaRa is, if 

h-.i.H S riii-.p a great crop of farm 
produce, he haa no market in reach 
and the roads are ao bail that it is 
impoasibla to gat out to tha OMrket of 
tha world. Thesa ara aavna of 
disoourngeiiu'ut iiiul iilleneas, but 
niaedies for the most of these die- 
eoaragaments aaa be found in in- 
rlus'rv mill skill; and if righUi used 
th.« iuiliiHtry will produoa tha akill. 
Of oourae we cHiinot d\n down the 
mountaiaa and make level plains of 
them; wa nnst osa tham as Uod 
pav.. th.'iii to us. The timber should 
be preserved on the rough ground, 
tha fliaa ^ould be kept out of it, and 
tha young growth protaetad. Tha 
smoother ground shooM ba wall 
fenced and granstxl for pasturage for 
atock, or planteti.in fruit trees and 
berries. The low wet ralleya should 
be drained by tila o» ntoaa drains, 
and most of the naesa wr y farm arope 
raised on them. 

Oraat care ahould be Uken in 
planting tha faroi for the most 
couveuient use. It ia a good plan to 
divide tha farm into small flelda and 
uae the system known as "crop rota- 
tion", ao all crops will ba coming on 
each year; plant com ia a laid OM 
year, lit xt year wheat, next cow peas, 
next oats, next graaa, and so ou in 
tUa way until you have included, all 
the crops that yea laiaa; thao baoli to 
the first again. Thia nay ba'doM in 
any order, bat do>Ol Isava 0«l. the 
cow psaa. 

A amall aoBpaaf'eoald ba fomad 
in each ci'mmunity to put' up a re- 
pair ami iiiHuufacturing shop with 
little expense. This would be an ad 
Tantags_botb to tha individual . and 
to the eouotry. 

It is no ♦icuse whatever to elaim 
that we are away from the market. 
We can.bring the market to us if we 
■aa the right akill; !firat, by . making 
better roads; second, by .'raising more 
aud l>etter stock. It would be a good 
plan for aeveral adjoining eountiea 
to form aa orgaaiwtioo, liasoa bonds, 
and have a'good pika mada through 
each county.: Whils *tths roads are 
being made,' the farmers can raiae 
lire stook.>iMh aa ahsap, eattla, and 
hogw which aaa walk ool Io narhet. 
Baiaa blooded stock'which'will enter 
iato'the best; market. It takes as 
much com and hay to feed a serub 
aalf , aa itCdosa a FoUad Aagna, and 
whan we driva tha sarob Io Mtkal 
wa do not t^et half as musk lor H aa 
wa do the blooded one.
